Some 
planning observers — including 
representatives of proponents of 
the high-rise structures — have 
termed the results of today’s meet 
Ing the most crucial decision in 
the city life since incorporation. 


Expansion Key 
High-rise buildings would be the 
key to major Palm Springs eco­ 
nomic expansion, its supporters re­ 
port. The sam e code changes 
would end this resort city’s "Vil­ 
lage charm ," detractors claim. 
Set to support the Desert Inn 
proposal is a delegation of Sunny 
Dunes Road home owners, led by 
spokesman Harry Rabinowitz. The 
homeowners will present a petition 
to the city council, urging "favor 
abk consideration" for the Desert 
Inn development, including the de­ 
bated shopping area. 


For and Against 
The project would "stimulate 
economic growth, enhance our 
downtown area, and will in some 
measure provide a broader tax 
base.” the petition states in part 
The property owners also cite 
probable "creation of employment 
opportunities" here by the big 
mid-town project sought for the 
23-acre Desert Inn site. 
Opposing the size of commercial 
roning indicated on application 
maps submitted by Alexander and 
his representatives may be Dr 
Julius Kaplan, dentist, and Ben 
Blank, Palm Canyon Drive liquor 
dealer. 
Fears Indicated 
The pair has indicated fears the 
Desert Inn mall could harm Palm 
Canyon Drive business, despite as­ 
surances by Alexander that his 
shopping facilities are designed for 
luxurious specialty shops not now 
operating in Palm Springs. 
The high-rise ordinance amend­ 
ments to be reviewed in public 
hearing today could allow struc­ 
tures up to 100 feet in height, un­ 
der stipulated site conditions. The 
Desert Inn. designed by architect 
Charles Luckman, is proposed for 
90-foot height, plus elevator and 
other mechanical housing atop the 
structure. 
Other agenda items include pas­ 
sage of the La Paz Hotel site zone 
change, for a planned major hotel 
developm ent: passage of the ordi­ 
nance for off-street parking stand­ 
ards; and a public hearing on the 
application by Doran May for a 
zone change of property at The 
Sands Hotel s i t e . ________

A $2,051.411 city operating bud­ 
get which is expected to result in 
reduced Palm Springs city taxes 
will come before the council at 
8 p.m. today for public hearing 
and formal adoption. 
The budget, promising the only 
city tax rate cut in southern Cali­ 
fornia, would normally be the star 
agenda item. Today, with hearings 
on high - rise building standards 
and the controversial $10 million 
Desert Inn Development proposal 
on the hearing docket, the 2.4 
cents per $100 assessed valuation 
budget savings is expected to show 
with moderate interested to the 
anticipated standing - room - only 
crowd set for the meeting. 
The city council began budget 
studies and hearings a month ago, 
with a proposed $2.061.965 operat­ 
ing budget which could have re­ 
sulted in an eight-cents rise in the 
tax rate, to approximately $2.09 
per $100 assessed valuation 
The council shaved $10.000 from 
the operating budget — but man­ 
aged to transfer funds and cite 
added revenues for a reduction of 
more than $86,000 in the amount 
to be raised from property taxes, 
The expected rate —on an infor­ 
mally reported $80.100.000 city val 
uation — is tallied at $1 99.

Early Tuesday 


C A PE C A N A V ER A L ( U P I ) 
- U.S. Scientists w ere read y 
to fuel tip a three-stage ro ck ­ 
et today for an attem p t to 
launch the first privately o w n ­ 
ed “T elstar” 
radio-television 
com m unications satellite into 
orbit aro u n d earth. 
The 170-pound moonlet, which 
could pave the way for global ra­ 
dio and television programs with­ 
in about four years, is scheduled 
to ride into space early Tuesday 
morning aboard a three-stage Del­ 
ta rocket. 
The ball-shaped satellite, built 
at a cpst of nearly $1 million and 
composed of 10.000 parts, was 
safely tucked in the bulbous nose 
of the slender rocket. Technicians 
were expected to put fuel in the 
upper stages and begin the first 
half of a long countdown today. 
The United States hopes to put 
the satellite into an orbit which 
will carry it once around egrh 
every two hours and 20 minutes, 
at altitudes ranging from 600 to 
3 500 miles. 
In space. Telstar will serve as 
a sort of "switchboard in the 
sky"—a complex instrument to 
catch microwave signals, amplify 
them and relay them back to 
earth. 
It is expected to permit the first 
transatlantic television broadcast 
via space satellite within one or 
two weeks—a newscast from the 
United States and scenic views 
from several European countries, 
Scientists envision a network of 
30 to 50 Telstar-tvpe satellites 
circling the globe at altitudes of 
about 6,000 miles wd.hin three or 
four vears. 
B e'l I Telephone Laboratories 
built the first tehstar at a cost of 
about $1 million, and will pay the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration another $3 million 
to launch it.

This so-called grow th rate has com e to 
be reg ard ed b y some w ith alm ost m ystical 
veneration. Y et there are things it does not 


m easure. A financial w riter, J. A. L ivingston, 
notes, “W e ’ve been putting a trem endous 
am ount o f econom ic capital into th e creation 
of leisure. Y et . . . the gam e of econom ic 
grow thm anship excludes that w hich an ad ­ 


vanced society prizes m o st-fre e tim e for 
culture, 
recreation, 
hobbies, 
do-it-yourself 
propects, on w hich there is no m arketplace 
price tag." 


Yet, assum ing th a t the G N P is signifi­ 
cant, there a re several ways by w hich it can 
b e increased. O ne, of coirse, is inflation, by 


sim ply p u ttin g a higher price tag o n the 
sam e am oun t of goods. A nother w ould be 


ed increase in revenue of $53 m illion on a 


second-class m ail exceeds the gross annual 
profits of th e entire m agazine industry.” 


Mr. S turdy points o u t th at obsolete mail 
handling m ethods, hardly changed in a c m - 
tury, a r e a basic cause of the problem . If r e ­ 
placed b y m odern autom ated systems, a s h a s 
been done in m any countries, hundreds of 
millions could be pared from the deficit. 


A uthoritative estim ates say nearly half 
the deficit represents charges that should be 
borne by th e taxpayers at large, in th at they 
provide for public services of a non-postal 
nature. 


A nother thought can b e added 
to Mr. 
S turdy s excellent sum m ary. Postal services of 
a purely com m ercial nature, which do not 
contribute to public education, inform ation, 
and enlightenm ent, should, at the least, pay 
their own w ay in every particular. Parcel 
post—th at chronic contributor to th e deficit 
—is the prim e exam ple here.

T his description of the case is greatly 
and in som e respects cruelly overstated; b u t 
so are som e of the argum ents advanced by 
the d o ctrinaire liberals.
